Summarp of Hews from the far Cast. 
—o— 
JAPAN, 

The fears naturally entertained by the British residents in 
Japan, from the warning Her Majesty's Chargé d’Affuires recently 
received from the Japanese Government, have happily not been 
realised. The news which reaches us by this mail chiefly relates 
to the internal condition of the country. Tho Japan Herald 
of the 24th January states that proscriptions of the most ex- 
tensive kind have been made among the nobility by the Em- 
peror's direction ; that no less than a hundred and ten persons 
of rank have been degraded and deprived of half of their pro- 
perty ; and that, while this number includes nearly all those 
who have “had to do” with foreigners since the treaties were 
first made, the names of certain nobles known to be hostile to 
foreigners are not to be found among the proscribed. 
A list is given by our contemporary of many of the 
nobility so degraded and punished ; their names and titles 
are given in full, together with the charge brought against 
each, and the punishment awarded. For the sake of brevity, 
the list is confined to about a dozen names, but the fullest 
details have evidently been supplied to the Japan Herald from 
some source. “Unfortunately,” says the China Mail, “no mention 
is made of the source whence all this information is furnished, 
and as we know well that nothing reaches the ears of foreigners 
in Japan except what is specially allowed to transpire, it is 
competent for us to doubt whether the facts stated have not 
been prepared for foreign circulation, and to serve a political 
object. True or not, the matter could not have transpired 
without permission, and as a most important political object 
is to be served by it, the meaning of the proceeding is very 
clear to us if it be true, and the object of the fiction 
plain if it be only a concocted report, That the facts have 
been deliberately supplied to the Merald by the order or permis- 
sion of the Japanese authorities will not be doubted when the 
complete system of secrecy at work in that country is considered. 
The object sought to be attained is clear enough. If the treaties 
areto be repudiated, it willbe, if notnecessary, at least convenient, 
to affirm that they were made altogether with«ut the Emperor's 
knowledge ; and of this no better proof could be afforded than 
the punishment of those who were cognisant of what was going 
on while the treaties were being negotiated. ‘The present, 
therefore, is an important step towards denying all share or 
complicity, on the Emperor's part, in the opening of foreign 
relations. It is of equal significance to us whether theso 
arrests and degradations are real or pretended ; thoy point in 
the direction of treaties about to be repudiated, aud constitute 
another step in the anti-forcign movement, whieh was so openly 
begun in the evacuation of Yedo.” 

‘It is stated that great numbers of princes, merchants, and 
others aro removing to Miako, where building has begun on a 
large scale, likely to render the city in a little time nearly as 
large as Yedo, 
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CHINA. 
PEEING. 

From the capital no news of importance has reached us, 
; SHANGHAI. 


Owing to the Emperor of Cochin-Ohina having repudiated the 
new treaty with France, and the province of Saigon having re- 
volted from French rule, all the naval and military forces 
of the French nuw stationed in China are being withdrawn. 
This leaves the safety of Shanghai city and district entirely in 
charge of the British. The French Admiral will proceed io 
Manila in order to raise a force there, as on a former occasion. 
Ho takes with him (says a Shanghai contemporary) the Re- 
nommé, flag-ship, together with the Semiramis, and all the 
available ships of war on the station ; also 300 rank and file of 
the 3rd Algerine Infantry, leaving Captain Fancon, lately in 

ommand of the Renommé, as representative of the French naval 
and military force at Shanghai, which consists of 200 infantry 
and a Franco-Chinese Corps. 

The country within the thirty-mile radius is showing signs of 
prosperity. Our troops have been busy with a survey of the 
whole district round about Shanghai ;{and this is completed 
so efficiently that our future movements, should any require to 
be made over the country surveyed, will be easy and rapid 
compared with what they were while we remained at the mercy 
of native guides, often ignorant, and possibly treacherous. It 
is noedless to say that the residents in Shanghai are ina 
very different state of mind to that of last year, when smoking 
villages and frightened refugees told plainly that the immediate 
neighbourhood was occupied: by the Taipings. “ Whatever,” 
says the China Mail, “ may be the opinion as to the neutrality, 
so-called, in distant quarters, only one opinion prevails at this 

. Moment in Shanghai, and that is, that British interference, so 
far as it went, has been of the utmost value to commerce and 
to humanity. This it is not easy to gainsay.” 

A fire had broken out in the French Concession, which did 
considerable damage. Among the articles lost by this con- 
flagration were the books of the Sungkiang Garrison Commis- 
Sariat, 

Patrick Dall, consulting engineer, advertises in the Friend of 
China, that a plan can be adopted effectually to prevent the 
total loss or detention of vessels sunk or stranded in the Yang- 
tse and its approaches. He asks for information with regard 
to the number of vessels sunk or on shore during the past 
eighteen months, the time during which each vessel had re- 
mained in such position, together with the expenses incurred 
in trying to get her off, or raised, and the actual loss sustained 
in each case by the owner or charter party. When furnished 
with this information he states that he shall be prepared to lay 
before the public a project “which will effectually prevent the 
the detention or total loss of vessels placed in such a position.” 

The Friend of China has the following :—“ It is said that 
when Mr. Cousul Medhurst, General Burgevine, Capt. Borlaise, 
and other oflicers met in solemn conclave on board L.M.S, 
Pearl, to consider the best steps to adopt after the Takee fracas, 
the Consul declared that the only complaint made to him by 
the Chinese authorities regarding tho ‘ Ward ’ force was the ex- 
traordinary expenses to which they were subjected ; there was 
not a word about ‘robbery’ of public moneys by the officer in 
command.  Consequent on this declaration, the question 
has arisen — How, then, did the obnoxious expression 
find its way into the advertisement published authori- 
tatively in the North China Herald? Who translated the 
notice sent by the Chinese authorities? Did the translator, 
whoever le may be, interpolate the libellous words? and, 
finally, whoever the authority—whoever the translator—who- 
ever the iuterpolator—what means are to be taken for obtaining 
redress for the outvage? As this action would have to be 
drought, in the first instance, against the publisher of the North 
Chine Merald, we would say to General Burgevine, should we 
ever Liapnen to meet that gentleman, ‘Think twice before you 
take futher trouble in the matter. Dear in mind that the 
Editor of tie Merald most maguanimously advised the authori- 
tics to withdraw the advertisement the moment the untruth 
was appurent to him ; and that if you go to the Hong Kong Court 
for damages, you must be prepared to show what you have lost ; 
adifficu't thing, forno one, for a moment, gave heed to the 
foul insinuation—an insinuation which has revounded on the 
head of its autnor with a force threefold in cifect to that in- 
tended for you. 

The city of Foosian, a short distance beyond Plover Point, 
and he'd hy the Taiping rebels for some time, having tendered 




















its allegiance to the Government, an Imperialist garrison was 
at once sent to occupy it. This was followed by the surrender 
of the large city of Chang-shoo, a few miles further inland, in 


| which an Imperialist garrison was also placed. News having 


afterwards reached Shanghai that a large rebel force was threaten- 
ing that city, General Holland decided upon sending to. ita 
relief 500 of the Soonkiang troops, with two 12-pounder field 
guns, under the command of Major Brennan, an officer who has 
repeatedly distinguished himself in the field. The troops left 
for Chang-shoo, accordingly, in the Willamette, but were com- 
pelled to return, being unable to land. They were to start 
again with supplies and boats. 

Chang-shoo is situated about thirty miles inland; but 
Fooshan, the walls of which were dlearly discernible from the 
river bank, was found to be surrounded by the rebels, though 
not, as far as could be ascertained, in any great force. This 
delay, however, in throwing so important a succour into the 
city was most unfortunate, as the fact of their having appeared 
before it, would be quickly known at Soochow, and would haye 
the effect of inducing “Chung-wang to send down large 
reinforcements. In fact, the rebels were already busily 
constructing stockades when the Willamette left; and the 
rapidity with which they construct these formidable earthworks. 
is well-known, Chang-shoo is situated on the frontier of the 
rebel country, not far from one of their most important strong- 
holds ; it was natural, then, to infer that an attempt would be 
quickly made to retake it, and that, if an-army were already 
before the walls when the detachment arrived, they would have 
possession of the surrounding country, and it would be impos- 
sible to procure the necessary boats for landing. 

Soonkiang and its garrison of disciplined Chineso are rapidly 
assuming a'state of tranquillity which neither the city nor the 
troops have presented before. Not only is the corps and ‘its 
auxiliary forces established upon a better basis than hitherto 
but a system of retrenchment has been adopted whereby it can 
be maintained at half its former cost, without materially di- 
minishing its strength, and in no way interfering with its effi- 
ciency. These beneficial results have accrued from the labours. 
of a commission, appointed by the highest Chinese officials, 
which had been engaged at Soonkiang, making inquiry into, and 
investigating the states of affairs there ; aud’in consulting with 
General Holland, now in command, as to the future establish- 
ment of the force. Their labours were brought to a conclusion. 
on the 26th January, when they returned to Shanghai. 

The work of retrenchment was commenced by reducing the 
commissariat, quarter-master’s, and military store departments, 
which had been largely increased to meet the requirements of 
the Nanking expedition ; also with a view to the future eularge- 
ment of the force. This reduction included a great number of 
Chinese compradores, shroffs, and other hangers-on, who held: 
doubtful appointments, but took care to draw largely upon the 
financial resources of the corps, without doing profitable work, 
consequently they were incontinently dismissed, A large un— 
controlled expenditure was likewise incurred in hiring outside 
labourers for porter work, of which no accurate account was 
kept ; instead of this a coolie corps of 300 men have been 
enrolled, doing the duty more efficiently at a great saving in the: 
revenue, 


Next came a very necessary curtailment of the steam. 
flotilla, which has all along been a costly arm of the service. 
OF the number of hired steamers hitherto employed, partly for 
the use of the force aud partly for that of its supporters 
twoonly have been retained—the Zingari and Hyson—and these 
are to be thoroughly equipped and efficiently armed as small. 
vessels of war, for the purpose of guarding the approaches by 
water to Soonkiangin case of an advance of rebels ; and to keep- 
up regular steam and postal communication with Shanghai, 
The regiment driiled by Licutenant Kingsley, of the 67th, has 
been withdrawn and marched down to Shanghai; and a por- 
tion of the troops recently arrived from Ningpo, to strengthen 
the Nauking expedition, will be sent back. ‘Ihus the force is 
to be reduced to its newly-fixed establishment, and will consist 
of 3,000 rauk and file, 300 coolie corps, 100 boatmen, aud the 
crews of the war steamers, exclusive of foreign officers, hospital 
staff, linguists, and others, The armament of the artillery 
consists of two 32-pounder siege guns, sixteen British naval 12- 
pounder howitzers, twelve American 12-pounder howitzers, 
four English mountain howitzers, two eight-inch mortars, and 
four Cohorn mortars. These are exclusive of the garrison guns 
mounted on the walls, comprising four 32-pounders and two 18- 













pounders. The whole of these guns are provided each with 300 
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rounds of ammunition. The equipment and arms of the force 
are excellent. First in order is the body guard of 100 men, 

+ qwho are armed with the short French rifle and sword-bayonet, 
‘These men are the elite of the corps, selected for distinguished 
gallantry in the field and general good conduct. They have 
never misbehaved, either in action or in garrison, and have 
‘been repeatedly used to good effect in suppressing riots and 
disturbances among the other soldiers. The rifle battalion, 
$50 strong, is armed with the German Government rifle and 
‘bayonet; and the remainder of the infantry with tho new 
British Tower musket, recently imported from London. The 
pay of the private soldier is eight dollars per month, out of 
which he supplies himself with rations and fuel, except when 
on the line of march, or in the field, when these are furnished 
‘by Government. 

Last year the force was in seventy-two engagements, and 
since its formation has been in upwards of a hundred. During 
these it has never once been beaten by rebels, and consequently 
has received, officially from Peking, the desigoation of “Chang- 
sheng-chune,” which, being translated, means “The Ever Vic- 
torious Army,”—a name by which it is known throughout the 
empire. While the garrison at Soonkiang has thus been im- 

+ proving lately in the discipline and accoutremeut of its corps, 
the city and suburbs have been undergoing improvements also. 
It now possesses a well-stocked arscnal and armoury, in which 
the whole of the arms are fitted and repaired, and the ammuni- 
tion made up out of imported materials. There is also awell found 
military hospital, which has been completed since the advent of 
General Holland, wherein every medical comfort will be found, 
and efficient attendance on the sick. The ruined suburbs are 
gradually being levelled, to give a clear range for the guns 
around the walls ; while a fine military road sixteen feet wide, 
with bridges across the creeks capable of bearing heavy artillery, 
has just been completed from the city walls to the north bank 
of the Wongpoo river, a distance of about three miles, Nearly 
the whole of these works were planned, and carried out by 
General Burgevine, the late commandant. While these military 
works have been progressing, the Chinese authorities have not 
forgotten that Soonkiang is an ancient seat of learning, and 
possessed some fine literary institutions before it was desolated 
by the Taipings. The temple dedicated to the great Confucius 
is being restored and rebuilt, so is the Examination Hall, where 
literary degrees were formerly conferred ; and it is expected 
that next year the competitive examinations of the province will 
be held at Soonkiang. 

This improved aspect of affairs in the city is spreading to 
the surrounding country, which has been completely cleared 
for many miles from the presence of rebel marauders. The 
farms are again coming into a state of cultivation, while hundreds 
of people are daily flocking into the city for permanent resi- 
dence, so that Soonkiang will doubtless again become a large 
centre of population, It is a place of considerable extent ; the 
walls are four miles and a-half in circumference, while the 
main street, measuring from the end of the eastern to that of 
the western suburb through the city, is seven miles and a-half 
in length. It is also intersected by seven large navigable canals, 
which radiate from it asa centre, through watergates—a new 
one being now in the course of construction—for the couvey- 
ance of merchandise to all parts of the adjacent country, 

HANKOW, 

Matters go on quietly at this port since the Custom House 
‘was opened on the Ist January. There is not much trade at 
present, as the season does not begin until May. All is quiet 
in the province. 








NINGPO, 

An attack was recently made upon Shaou-hing, a town 
about ninety miles from Ningpo, and held by the rebels. ‘The 
besiegers were the Franco-Chinese force under the command of 
Lieutenant Lebrethon. The attack was so far successful that 
the men were scaling the walls, when an untoward accident 
occurred which caused the besiegers to desist and retire. 
Something had gone wrong with a gun, and Lebrethon, with 
three other Europeans (the only other foreigners connected 
with the force) grouped round it to see what was the mutter ; 
the gun burst and killed all the four, which disheartened the 
besiegors so much that they desisted in the attack and retired. 

Dr. Parker, of the London Mission, died on the 2nd February 
from the effects of falling from his horse into a canal, while 
crossing a dilapidated stone bridge. He was much respected 
by a large circle of friends and acquaintances ; his loss will be 
deeply felt by those who came within the aphere of his labours.

™ All who were acquainted with Dr. Parker will be able to imagine what 
aloss hes been inflicted on our community and on the natives by this 
mysterious dispensation of Divine Providence. 

“ Dr. Parker was, I believe, only about thirty-two years of age, durin; 
nine of which he had devoted his talents to the cause of humanity an: 
religion, asa Missionary to China. His high aims were not laid aside 
when compelled, after six or seven years of labour in China, on the death 
of his first wife, to revisit Scotland, for the sake of bis motherless children. 


After two years spent in making necessary arrangements for their educati 
hemarried second time, and returued to hw chosen work, reschiog 
Ningpo in last March. 

«The recollection of bis bigh professional skill, bis assiduous attention to 
patients whether foreigners or natives, intelligent ical interest in 
all that concerned the well-being of society around him, and his friendly 
sympathy with those more closely associated with him, all make it deeply 
painful to speak of one who is no longer among us.”

To tHe Queen's Most Excettent Masesty. 
ye please your Lnagte 

We, your Majesty's dutiful and loyal subjects, the Acting-Governor and 
members of the Legislative Council of the Colony of Hong Kong. venture 
to offer to your Majesty our humble congratulations on the approaching 
marriage between his Royal Highness the Prince of Wales and tho 
illustrious Princess whom he has chosen from the Royal House of Den- 
mark—a marriage which has already received your Most Gracious 
‘Majesty's approval and ratification. 

From this remote portion of your Majesty's vast empire, we desire to 
avail ourselves of the opportunity to renew our assurances of attachment 
to your Majesty's Royal Highness, here and hereafter ; and we sincerely 
trust that the union of the august pair may be the source of increased 
domestic comfort and happiness to your Most Gracious Majesty. 

The postage stamps for the use of residents in Hong Kong, 
with regard to which we lately published an official circular, 
have been recently issued. In addition to the ordinary impres- 
sion of a postage stamp, these bear, on the dexter aud sinister 
of the Queen's likeness, Chinese characters for “ Hong Kong” 
and the number of cents which the stamp is good for. Then, 
again, for each different rate there isa different colour. A two 
cent stamap is of a purply drab, eight cent coppery gold, twelve 
cent light blue, eighteen cent neutral tinty purple, twenty-four 
cent green, forty-eight cent pink, and ninety-six cent copper 
plate black line shade. 

On the position of Russia in the Far East, the China Mail 
writes :—“ Russia is foremost of the three great European 
Powers in s0 far as priority of diplomatic relations is concerned, 
and her interest in the East can easily be shown to be cqual to 
that of any other Western nation. At this moment there is 
perhaps no tract of country towards which the eyes of travellers 
are directed with greater curiosity than the vast Russian terri- 
tories which lie adjacent to the Empire of China; and the 
recent acquisition by Russia, of an immense strip of territory 
bordering on the Gulf of Tartary and the Sea of Japan, gives 
that nation a prominence in this quarter of the world fron 
which she will not readily be displaced. Her seizure of a har- 
bour in Japan shows that a future is being chalked out for 
Russian influence both moral and material, which is likely to 
be of some importauce in the North Pacific Ocean. The general 
question of Rassia’s right to pursue a policy of this kind is not 
to be disputed about. Civilisation and industry flourish under 
her rule after a fashion, and her colonies are situated in regions 
which no other nation could turn to much account. So far hor 
functions as a civilised and progressive power are distinct and 
separate from those of England and France. She pcuples ter- 
ritory which they do not covet, and opens communications 
which they are at full liberty to use, and which both E:st and 
West reap the benefit of. It is therefore quite impossible for 
the most jealous of the other powers to dispute the advances of 
Russia in this quarter of Asia, or to complain that only «liplo- 
matic and strategic reasons exist for ber presence in China and 
Japan, Russia seems to understand much better than her 
more polite neighbours how to deal with nations that are what 
is sometimes termed semi-civilised. She had a represcntatire 
in Peking long ago, and it is not on record that any warliks 
expedition was wanted to clear the way for her arbassador’s 
arrival, As for Japan, she saved time and trouble, and pre. 
served the authorities from the practice of deceit, simply by 
taking a harbour wherever she found a suitable place, and 
hoisting the Russian flag on the nearest convenient cminenca 
ashore ; this, it may be noticed, although a decided act of ap- 
propriation, is not so liable to offend the daily vanity or pride 
of a Japanese, as the presence of foreigners in their towns, oF 
their highroads, or about their late capital ; and the likelily 
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is that they will not make the matter an object of serio" 
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pute. To Russia, however, the acquisition is invaluable ; 
even say, on one pretext or another, she has collected a flest 
in theso seas; and we may rely upon it that this harbour 
which she has just helped herself to, will one day be developsd 
into a formidable naval arsenal ; not one which, like Sebastopol, 
Cronstadt, or Bomersund, has no outlet to the ocean against a 
blockading flect ; but an ample harbour whence could be ssnt 
@ squadron to molest Britain herself, Of tho three Powers, 
Russia is the luckiest in her Chinese connection.” 

On the vegetation of Hong Kong and the difficulty of pre- 
serving trees from the rapacity of the Chinese, the same journal 
writes :—“We, some time ago, suggested that the study of 
botany and floriculture, if pursued here, and rendered amusing 
and popular by annual competitions in the form of a Flower 
Show, would gradually gather a herbage round about the 
dwellings of people who live ‘ up the hill,’ and in the verandahs 
of their less fortunate brethren who are confined to the more 
barren regions of Queen’s-road. There was a time when the slope 
of the hill above West Point, higher up than the Pok-foo-lum- 
road, was covered over with young firs—planted, if we mistake not, 
by Sir Henry Pottinger, or in bis time. There was nothing more 
in Sir Henry's Act—supposing it to have been his—than a mere 
exercise of ordinary foresight, laudable and meritorious, how- 
ever, in the sense of his sowing what others were to reap. That 
the planter of this’ and other bits of forest in the island did 
not put too much faith in the fertility of the soil, is evident 
from the fact that trees do flourish here under proper care and 
attention. We have only to point to the rising villas at Pok- 
foo-lum in proof of what we advance; the incipient verdure 
there exceeds what most people expected in so short a time, 
but it encourages the idea that the island is not wholly sterile 
to a certain class of seeds and plants. But unfortunately, what 
Sir H. Pottinger sowed has been reaped by the wrong hands, 
the locality named having been stripped bald by the Chinese 
living near it. This is sincerely to be regretted. It cannot 
be denied for a moment that it is difficult, if not impossible, 
to detect a Chinaman in an offence of this sort, for he knows 
that a penalty is attached to it, and has always a scout or two 
keeping watch while the deed is beingdone. But wherever there 
is a village close by, however small and miserable it may be, 
it is quite competent to render the inhabitants answerable for 
the safety of the trees. Let their undisturbed residence on 
tho spot be made conditional upon their exercising a watch 
over the plantation, and we have no doubt at all that they will 
be found safe custodiers of their arboraceous trust. The fact is 
that they are believed to cut down the trees themselves ; but the 
best form of interference would be, to give them charge of these 
embryo forests, and make them responsible for any damage that 
may occur. That the presence of trees near human habitations 
is healthy, may be judged from the fact that most Chinese 
hamcts are embowered among wood and nestle, so to speak, 
among fuliage. Even the Chinese depredators on this island 
spare the trees close to their dwellings.” 

The Daily Press states that the Saiwan barracks havo been 
made over to the public of Hong Kong under the control and 
management of the volunteers, and adds “ We hail the acqui- 
sition with delight, and make no doubt that a delightful place 
of recreation will be the result, The carriage road which now 
runs nearly to Sow-ke-won will doubtless be carried to Saiwan, 
which place can also bo easily reached in fine weather by race- 
boats or yachts, So that the enjoyment of riding, driving, 
yachting, and pulling are all opened in reaching the place. The 
Yoluntcers will doubtless establish all sorts of amusements 
there, we make no doubt that the advantages which both 
the corps and the colony will derive from the acquisition, will 
be both durable and beneficial.” 

The following items of news are taken from the Evening 
Mail :—A “horse” case, in which the plaintiff was Mr. Young 
(of Gibb, Livingstone & Co.), and the defendant Mr. Johnson, 
was adjudicated upon by Mr. Justice Ball. A friend of the 
plaintiff's was riding a horse a little eastward of the Kublan 
monument. Defendant's son was driving a carriage behind 
him; this he did so carelessly that he fouled the plaintiff's 
horse and seriously injured it. The damages ‘were laid at the 
sum of $250. His Honour found for the plaintiff; damages 
$86, withont costs. 

On the 3rd Feb, the steamer Douai belonging tothe Messageries 
Imperiales arrived here, bringing on the Australian mails, which 
would otherwise have been detained five days waiting fur the 
English packet ; by this opportunity we were put in possession 
of the latest American news (up to December the 15th), re- 
cording a defeat of the Federals before Fredericksburg. 
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The result of a collection for the Lancashire Fund, made at 
St. John’s Cathedral on Sunday, the lst Feb., was stated to be 
over $1,000. 

An amendment to Ordinance 8 of 1862 has attracted atten- 
tion ; by this amendment the Post-office officials are empowered 
to search vessels for contraband parcels of letters. The matter 
came before the Legislative Council on the 6th Feb., when a 
remonstranco from the Chamber of Commerce was presented to 
the Council, and the right of search refused. 

A complaint was made of over-drill in the Volunteer Corps, 
in a letter signed “Two Effectives.” This evoked replies from 
“An Artilleryman” and a “Full Gunner” deprecating the 
idea of the drill being overdone. 

CANTON, 

On account of one or two daring piratical attacks, mem- 
tioned in a former number of our journal, the foreign residents 
recently desired that a gunboat should be permanently sta- 
tioned at Whampoa. But those vessels are not plentiful, Amoy 
and Swatow, like Hankow and Kiu-kiang, havingjonly one gua- 
boat between them. Besides, the maintenance of order at any 
port by means of vessels of war is not agreeable to the present 
British policy. In accordance with the latter, Mr. Consul 
Robertson wrote from Canton to state that he should request 
the native authorities to furnish better protection for the reai- 
dents at Whampoa, The consequence of this request has been, 
as we just learn, that a civil magistrate and a military force 
have been stationed at the Whampoa anchorage by the Chinese 
authorities. 

An arrest has taken place in the city of an individual who 
was formerly a partner in a piracy with the lately executed 
scoundrel, Chung-shun, and who had forged a pretended order, 
purporting to emanate from the Viceroy, commissioning him to 
confiscate Chung-shun’s property. He had already extorted 
considerable sums by holding this warrant in terrorem over the 
heads of some of the shopkeepers at Canton and Fatshan. The 
greater part of the known property of Chung-shun has already 
been legitimately confiscated ; and the forger with his associates 
will probably be executed as well. 

Workmen are actively employed in commencing the repairs 
of the Shameen river wall. 


THE PHILIPPINES. 
MANILA. 

The authorities at Manila, pursuant to orders from Madrid, 
have resumed the monthly auction sales of manufactured 
tobacco for exportation to foreign countries. A notification of 
tho fact appears in the Hongkong Government Gazette. 


JAVA. 

Colonel Verspijck, the Civil Resident and Military Command. 
ant in Banjermassing, has resigned his appointments, in conse- 
quence of the Government, contrary to his advice, having 
pardoned and sent back to Banjermassing several of the native 
chiefs who had taken part in the insurrection. 

Many failures, especially among the Arab and Chiuese traders, 
had taken place in Batavia and Surabaya, and had exercised a 
very unfavourable effect upon the sale of imports, there being 
very few traders to whom credit to any extent can be safely 
given, 

By a Government notification, dated 27th January, 1863, 
the Chinese residing in Siak and its dependencies, are declared 
to befdirectlytsubject to the N. I. Government, and placed under 
the immediate control of tho Resident of Riow and his repre- 
sentative in Siak. The regulations of the Opium Farm of the 
residency of Riow are also declared to be applicable in the Siak 
division. This notification is to take effect from the lst July 
next. 

‘The exports of rice from Java in 1862 amounted to 650,000 
piculs, principally from the residencies of Batavia and Cheribon. 
The import of rice during the same year amounted to 175,000 
piculs. In 1856 the quantity of rice exported from Java ex- 
ceeded 5,500,000 piculs, This large diminution in export is 
ascribed, in the first place, to the failure of crops during the 
last two or three years, arising from the frightful inundations to 
which some of the principal rice districts were repeatedly sub- 
jected, and also in some degree to the forced labour prevailing 

which prevents the peasantry from being able to attend to the 
cultivation of their rice grounds. 


CEYLON. 





‘The chaplain of the Portuguese Church at Colombo has ses 
on foot a very excellent proposition for the formation of 
ragged school for the children of the poorer classes, a waut 
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that bas long been felt. A committee appointed by Govern- 
ment to report upon the condition of the mechanics of Colombo, 
have suggested the formation of an industrial school, in which 
the young may be instructed on European models in various 
mechanical pursuits. To aid this idea, one member of the 
committee has offered the freo use of a roomy house for five 
years, provided Government consents to appropriate a sum of 
£500 a-year for the experiment during that period. 

Colombo has been enlivened with the presence of H.M.’s 
steamer Odin, commanded by Lord John Hay, who, during his 
sojourn at Trincomalee, rendered himsclf conspicuous by the 
reforms he introduced into the working of the dockyard. On 
the 20th Feb. his lordship left for Bombay. 

On the news of the death of Mr. Evan Ormistone, the ma- 
nager of the Ceylon branch of the Chartered Mercantile Bank, 
which it will be remembered occurred in London on the Ist 
of Feb. the Ceylon Times writes :— 

“We know not any similar event that could have been so 
deeply felt as this, for however much expected as the result of 
8 long illness, it has nevertheless filled our community with 
sincere and deep felt sorrow. During a residence of eight years 
in Ceylon, the subject of this notice won the regard and 
esteem of all with whom he came in contact. Hospitable, 
generous and kindly, we can safely assert that be has left a large 
circle of friends behind him who can never remember him 
without pleasure, or thivk of him now without regret. As o 
‘banker he possessed the rare qualities so essential to success, 
honest straightforwarduess and conciliating manners, and we 
shall be writing but the bare truth when we state that the 
Mercantile Bank has as much cause for regret in his death as 
his frieuds in Ceylon.” 

The pearl fishery at Aripo w.s to commence on the 2nd 
March. It is considered that the present fishery will prove one 
of the most lucrative on record for many years. The bank to 
be fished extends over a space of seven miles in length by two 
miles and ahalf in breadth, on which it is supposed there must 
be two or three hundred millions of oysters. It is expected 
there will be twenty-five days fishing with a hundred boats, 
but this will of course greatly depend on the weather, and the 
health of the locality during the fisbery, which is liable to be 
brought to a sudden termination at any time by an opidemie 
or bad weather. It is estimated that £60,000 will be realised 
as the result of this year’s operations. 

Mr. Edwin M. Kinsey, Private Secretary to the Chief Justice, 
has, we regret to hear, lost his life, owing to a fall from his 
horse. He is universally regretted by all who had the pleasure 
of his acquaintance, both privately, and in his public capacity, 
where he will be much missed by Sir Edward Creasy. 

The weather was proving more favourable to the coffee- 
curers ; but notwithstanding the grateful change, the compara- 
tively small quantity of coffee forwarded is somewhat surprising. 
During the fortnight ending Feb. 26, five vesscls had left 
Ceylon with 21,431 cwts. only of plantation, against 32,205 in 
the same period last year; and 8,247 native kinds in 1863, 
while 9,371 cwts. were shipped in the corresponding fortnight 
of 1862—this gives a total of about twelve thousand cwts. 
coffee less shipped between February 12th and 26th, 1863, 
than in the same period of 1862, 

A correspondent of the Colombo Observer writes :— 

« Blest with a healthy climate, a sound and vigorous trade, Ceylon yet 
continues to be very poor, although judging from the customs returns 
any one would imagine that she must be one of the richest colonies in 
the world, as we have imported no less than fen millions sterling in 
specie within the last thirteen years. But, alas! how deceptive are 

ces. It is true this vast wealth was actually imported, but, 
tunately, it does not remain in the island, In this respect, Ceylon is 

like a sieve that retains none of the golden streams that run through her. 
On considering the subject, one cannot help exclaiming—‘ Who are 
the richer for the millions so liberally accorded to us year by year from 
the silver mines of India and the gold fields of Australia?” We may well 
pause for a reply, because no particular class stands prominently forward 
out of the mass of poverty that pervades the island, as wealthier than the 
rest. There is no distinctive class here, like the Parsees of Bombay, who 
have amassed capital from their earnings; a few individuals are pointed 
out, but their number can be counted on the digits, and even their savings 
will be dissipated tothe windsat their demise, owingto our law ofinheritance. 
It may be urged that wealth and poverty are merely comparative terms, 
and that the million of native inhabitants who are well fed, clothed, and 
lodged upon their simple fare of ric, a few yards of calico wrapped round 
Joins, and their cadjan-thatched huts, are supplied with all their wants, 

amd may be as comfortable and happy as the European who cannot live 
without every luxury that wealth canjprocure. This is true, but it is not 
of such stuff that the wealth of a country is created. What 
‘we want is a permanent European ulation, not the mere birds 
of passage that now occupy the island; and here we come to 
the root of the evil, that the nce of fixed residents, instead of those 
yhose interest and connection do not last beyond a few short years, is the 











great radical disability under which we labour. The capital and in- 
telligence existing in the island are undoubtedly concentrated in the 
hands of its Europeans residents, and England i3 our great and liberal 
creditor. ‘The profits of our banks, our merchants, and our planters are 
remitted thither, and must go to her as the tribute due for the use of her 
money; and nothing is spent beyond what is required for the bare ne 
cessaries of life. Until therefore we have colonists who settle down per- 
manently and identify themselves with the soil in every respect, Ceylon 
must continue to be poor; but! this is as yet hopeless, for the object 
of every European at present is fo earn a competence as soon as possible 
and hurry homewards with his wealth, leaving his successor to follow in 
his footsteps. Such a state of things is inevitable, the climate being the 
first and great obstacle, although dwellers in the Central Province pre- 
sent excelicnt specimens of hardy and robust humanity. Next comes the 
want of education for European children, which renders their being sent 
to England indispensable. Nor can we expect any improvement even 
after the million of acres of forest land remaining available shall have been 
cleared and planted ; for the organisation of society cannot be changed in 
asmall colony like Ceylon which coes not possess any of the resources 
common to Canada or Australia. 

«The next great evil isthe absence of indigenous labour. ‘The natives 
of Ceylon will not work on our coffee e:tates, because they prefer to 
sleep away their existence under the shade of their ancestral Jack and 
cocoa-nut trees, which, thanks to the bounty of nature, yield them suffi- 
cient sustenance ; and we are, therefore, dependent on the aid of foreign 
coolies, who carry avay their earnings to enrich their own country. Ans 
other drain is caused by our being compelled to import rice—the staff of 
life—to feed the population of our island, for which we must pay in hard 
cash. Thus we labour under three great disadvantages, which combine to 
keep us poor. The first is unalterable; but the others are, perhaps, in 
the power of legislation to remedy.”

CHINA EXFORTS. 

Tra.—Canton : It would appear that exporters have been holding back 
in the hope of the pressure for money, usual at the approach of Chinese 
new years, forcing te teamen into easy terms. These expectations have 
been but very partially realised; prices have heen irregular, hut whatever 
reductions were effected upon fine Congous they certainly have recovered 
themselves. A good business has naturally been the result of this state of 
things.

FREIGHTS AHD CHARTERS, 
SHANGHAI, * 

The approach of the Chinese New Year holidays, which necessaril 
suspend business entirely among the natives, naturally affect shipping both 
directly and very materially, particularly at the present time when there 
is so great a paucity of produce upon the market. Under such circum- 
stances, the settlements of the fortnight, as detailed below, present as 
favourable a return as could be expected, From the export tables 
it will be seen what vessels have sailed for Great Britain since 
the despatch of the last mail, and what are loading. To New York 
a little more is doing than was reported last mail. ‘The following may be 
called the current rates of freight, but it should be observed that at the 
present moment very little is doing. There is however no reason to sup- 
pose that prospects have become less bright than were last represented. 
On the contrary, there is every reason to expect, upon the resumption of 
business after the holidays, that the shipping interest will prove highly 
favoured. To Great Britain £8. 12s. 6d. to £4 for tea, and cotton 50 
feet. To New York $15 per 40 feet for tea. Hankow 74 tacls per 40 
feet for meast, goods, and 5 mace per picul for dead weight. To Naga- 
suki ¢4 for meas., and 25 cents. per picul. To Kanagawa $5 for mcas., 
and 25 cents. per picul. To Hongkong and Amog $4 for meas. ; 1.25 
per bale of cotton. 














HONG KONG, 
‘The Freight Market during the past fortnight has not been very 
animated. The arrrival of the Donnal, with instructions to buy Cotton 
for the Liverpool Market, created a little more excitement, and one or 
two Charters were negotiated at medium figures. The regular traders 
between this and the United Kingdom are not anxious to proceed there at 
present, preferring to make a trip to the Rice Ports, returning to these 
waters in time for the new Teas at Foochow, when it is anticipated Freights 
will be plentiful and high. Very high figures are demanded for Australia 
and California, beyond Charterer’s limits; and though tonnage is wanted 
for both places, but little has been done, ‘The near approach of the 
Chinese holidays has also hal its effect upon freights, very few 
Hongs operating at present. For this reason there is little doing 
for the Coast Ports. At Amoy and Foochow, a moderate dce- 
mand prevails. At Shanghai little will be done until after New Year. 
At Manila, tonnage is abundant and freights low. For the rice ports, little 
or nothing doing, We quote the following settlements :-— Great Britain. 
Foam, Brit. ship, 628 tons, to Liverpool with cotton, £3. 10s. per ton. 
Minerva, Ham, barque, 245 tons, to London, at 4: . Gu. per ton, 
Kosmos, Ham. barque, 320 tons, to London, at £3.

There is little cargo, particularly sugar, offering for the United 
Kingdom, and the disengaged vessels in port are unable to find employ~ 
ment at present.

A Faescamax’s View or tue Tarrincs.—A private letter from a 
French naval officer, dated Shanghai, January 17, describes an expedition 
against the rebels, in which he had just taken part. We give a free trans- 
lation of part of his letter :—* We have just returned to Shanghai from an ex- 
pedition which lasted nine days, during which time we have been almost con- 
stantly on foot, up to our knees in mud and water, cating and sleeping any- 
how. We were sent on areconnaissanee. The country is mostly planted with 
rice and intersected in all directions with small canals. At adout ten 
leagues from Shanghai, as we gradually approached the rebels, we found 
the ground obstructed with Chinese corpses. The towns were entircly 
depopulated aud often burnt. Sometimes four walls which represented a 
house, would be found to contain the bodies of men, women, and children, 
and the roads were literally paved with bodies. Radine, but recently a 
fortified town of 500,000 inhabitants, had nothing standing but its fortifi- 
cations. Scarcely 1,000 Chinese remained among the ruins. Wherever 
the rebels pass they leave their blondy traces. At first they took up arms 
from political motives, but then they became mere bands of robbers, who 
rob and murder indiscriminately, without any political pretext. They had 
but just left one town, which we entered, ad we found bodies of women 
and children still warm and wet with blood, We were to stop here for 

hht, and [ set abont hunting among the brick ruins for some house 
that still remained standing where I could find a bed, for the weather is 
very cold. At last I found one, but on turning back the coverings of the 
bed a sight met my eyes that I assure you was not agreeable. A man 
and a woman lay there, assassinated in the most frightful manner. A 
cord had been bound so tightly round their waists that their intestines pro- 
truded through the open wounds. It was horrible. This is what war is 
in China. The rebels do not wear tails like the other Chinese, so that 
when on thcir predatory expeditions, they adopt the simple plan of murder- 
ing everyone who has not his head shaved.” 

Tne Loss or THE Mart Srgamen “ Cotosso."—Mr. Selfe, police 
magistrate, and Captain Harris and Captain Baker, nautical assessors, 
attended at the Greenwich Police-court, on the 18th inst., to express the 
opi ion arrived at with regard to the loss of the mail steamer Colombo, 

aptain Farquhar, on the island of Minicoy, in the Arabian Sea, on the 
morning of the 19th Nov. last, whilst on a voyage from Calcutta to Suez. 
‘The court was unanimous in its opinion, the principal point for its con- 
sideration having been the cauce of the vessel being wrecked on the island 
named, the same being thirty-two miles to the northward of the supposed 

osition of the ship at the time she struck, which was at 6 200n the morn- 
ing of the 19th Nov., and within seven’ or eight minutes after land was 
firet sighted. Agreeing with the course shaped and allowance made for 
lateral currents by Captain Farquhar on leaving Point de Galle on the 
afternoon of the 17th November, the court was of opinion that such an 
extraordinary deviation as thirty-two miles to the northward of the sup- 
Poted porition of the vessel could only be ascribed to the influence of 
an unusually strong current, it having since been ascertained in this 
country, from a pamphlet published by Professor Ferguson, of the Indian 




















navy, that a cyclone or rotary storm was prevailing to the N.W. of 
Minicoy. To this must be attributed such an extraordinary current, 
which no amount of precaution could have guarded against. In return. 
ing to Captain Farquhar his certificate, the court expressed an opinion 
that the conduct of the engineer in charge at the time of the wreck had 
been neglectful, in not throwing off the expansion gear on receiving the 
order just previous to the vessel striking, to “turn astern, full speed,” by 
which two or three minutes of precious time was lost, although it did not 
appear in evidence that the wreck would have been avoided had the order 
been instantly obeyed. The court slso expressed its approbation of the 
conduct of Captain Farquhar and his offcers and crew in saving the 
lives of the whole of the passengers and recovering the mails and cargo 
on board the wrecked vessel, Mr. Selfe remarking that an official report 
embodying the opinions of himself and the nautical assessors would be 
forwarded to the Board of Trade. 

Dr. Maccowan on Cuina.—At a recent meeting of the American 
Geographical Society, Dr. D. J. Macgowan read a statement res 
contemplated explorations of the mountain lands of China, and more 
especially of the interior of Cambodia and Formosa. He made allusion 
to the American expedition of 1842, and the contributions it had 
made to horticulture and agriculture in the camphor tree, tallow tree, &c. 
He considered that the bamboo tree might be advantageously introduced 
into China, as its fibre would serve for paper manufacture. The breed of 
swine might be improved by Chinese importations; and there were 
several articles of food in the East which might be made to constitute an 
important addition to American agriculture. The Yang-tse-kiang hed 
been penetrated for 600 miles, but of the great river of Cambodia and 
the resources of the adjacent territory we knew nothing; and its exploration 
would be a fit object for American scientific enterprise. 

Fesrnat Tascets in Ecyrr anp Crina.—At a late meeting of the 
Syro-Egyptian Society, Mr. Bonomi exhibited drawings and impressions 
from some objects in the Egyptian Museum of his Grace the Duke of 
Northumberland, in Alnwick Castle, among which were some funereal 
tablets of great interest and antiquity, in which was distincily set forth 
kind of ancestral worship like that practised in China at the present time.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
MUTINY OF THE CHINESE TROOPS. 

(March 28rd.) Colonel Sykes asked the Under Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs whether the statement of General Burgevine, re- 
specting the causes of the late mutiny of the Chinese drilled troops, 
published in the Friend of China of the 17th of January, 1863, had been 
received at the Foreign Office ; together with the protest of all his officers, 
forty-five in number, against the attempt of the Chinese authorities to 
obtain his head by the offer of 50,000 taels, or for hia secret apprehension, 
and threatening io resign if he was murdered. Last Friday week he 
asked a similer question, when he was told that he appeared to derive in- 
formation from sources that was not always truthful. On Saturday, how- 
ever, the China mail arrived, when he found General Burgevine’s state 
ment published in the Friend of China, verifying the previous information 
on which be had asked the question, but which had been impugned by 
the Foreign Office.—Mr. Layanp was afraid he was not able to give = 
more satisfactory answer than the one which be offered to his hon. and gal- 
lant friend a few evenings ago. It was only that morning that the 
Foreign Office had received despatches containing the article from the 
Friend of China to which his hon. and learned friend had referred,_and 
he was unable to say whether the facts therein stated were true. It would 
seem that Gereral Burgevine had some difference with his banker, upon 
which he had broken open the banker's till, and consequent thereon the 
Government had offered a reward of 50,000 taels for his head. As soon 
ashe (Mr. Layard) was in possession of authentic information on the 
subject he would communicate it to his hon. and gallant friend. When 
his hon. and gallant friend, some time ago, on the authority of an anony- 
mous letter, stated that certain English officers had given up Taiping 
prisoners, and had seen them tortured, the Foreign Office addressed @ 
circular to every officer in China, enclosing the statement of his hon. 
gallant friend, and the reply was that there was not one word of truth in 
the statement.—Colonel Syxes said the letter had been first published 
in China. 























THE ENGLISH NAVAL CONTINGENT IN CHINA, 

(19th.) Mr. AppincTon asked the Secretary to the Admiralty whether 
the officers of the Royal navy now in the service of the Emperor of China 
had received permission from the Admiralty to wear the uniform of Her 
Majesty’s navy during the period of such service; and whether there 
would be any objection on the part of the Government to produce & co} 
of the instructions given to Commodore Sherard’ Osborn on his pe 
ing to Cl C. Pacgr stated in reply that the officers who were 
about to serve the Chinese Government were not entitled to wear Her 
Majesty's uniform. With t_to the second part of the question, he 
had to state that the Admiralty had issued no instructions whatever. 
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Commodore Osborn would be absent on foreign leave from the Admiralty, 
and would retain his half-pay, and by an order in Council he and other 
officers would be allowed to serve in China.—Mr, AppincTow inquired 
whether the Royal naval uniform was worn by those officer, —Lord C. 
Pacsrt believed that the Emperor of China had established a naval uniform 
for his officers.—Mr. Apprnoton asked whether these officers were now 
wearing the English uniform by direction of Commodore Osborn.— 
Lord é. Pacer replied that they were not entitled to do s0. 


MILITARY EXPENDITURE FOR CEYI.ON, 

20th.) Mr. Lyaxt called attention to the military expenditure for 
Ceylon, and asked what steps had been taken to reduce the annual charge 
of £100,000 on the Imperial Exchequer for the troops in that island. 
In bringing this question under the consideration of the House and the 
Government, be would call to their recollection what occurred last year. 
He then connected the military expenditure of Ceylon with the recom- 
mendation to annex that island, so Indian in its character, to India, and 
the Under-Secretary for the Colonies, in his reply, opposed that sugges. 
tion, but, at the same time, admitted that he thought the expenditure was 
capable of reduction. Now, as he saw no alteration in the Army Esti- 
mates, he was induced to ask the question that he had put on the paper. 
The Houso had never, he believed, laid down any regular principle on 
which it would defray the expenses of our military forces in the colonies. 
though he should judge from past, and, indeed, from vayrecent debates, 
that when a dependency was rich, flourishing, and with an overflowing 
exchequer, without hostile tribes within its frontiers, and no fear of foreign 
aggression, there would be a general expectation that it should discharge 
all its own civil and military police expenditure. India had never cost 
this country one shilling from the day of its conquest, but, on the con- 
trary, had been a source of wealthy contributions to England. Java sent 
‘an annul tribute of £3,000,000 of produce to Holland after paying all 
its expenses; but Coylon, richer than India, and nearly as prosperous as 
Java, cost this country £110,000 per annum, and if we deduct £10,000 
for Imperial naval charges at Trincomalee, a clear £100,000 was paid by 
this country for its Colonial Government. Now, this charge, so unjust 
to the British taxpayer, might not have been so when this arrangement 
was originally made. It was fixed many years ago, when the cir- 
cumstances of the island were totally different. Ceylon had then 
a debt, a deficient revenue, and the pacification of the hill tribes 
of the Kandyan district was not complete. Now, however, 
the revenue of the island, which as late as 1854 was only 
£408,000, had since increased at the rate of £30,000 per annum, 
and by the last accounts exceeded £767,000. Ceylon had no debt, and 
good roads had been made through the mountains of Kandy, and that district 
‘was as peaceful as any portion of the island. The circumstances, therefore, 
were entirely changed, and only a much smaller military force could 
now be required, and whatever was necessary for a milit police establish- 
Ment ought, in such a prosperous colony, to be defrayed out of its own 
exchequer. Any one who considered the geographical position of Ceylon 
could have no fear of foreign invasion, as Ceylon possessed an iron-bound 
coast, and was within two or three days of Madras, where it could procure 
any amount of troops. There was also an Imperial naval station at 
‘Trincomalee, so that in no part of the world was the military and naval 
supremacy of England more complete.—Mr. C. Fosrescve said that in 
answer to the hon. gentleman he had little to add to what he stated the 
other night in a discussion on the Army Estimates. The proposal made 
last year to annex Ceylon to India had caused no little apprehension in 
the colony, and an address had lately been received from the Legislati 
Council entreating Her Majesty not to consent to any such annexation, 
‘on the ground that the island was well governed and possessed institutions 
which were satisfactory to the people. In the opinion of Her Majesty's 
Government the inhabitants of Ceylon were right in wishing to remain as 
they are. The Government, however, thought that the colony mizht be 
fairly expected to make further pecuniary sacrifices for the sake of its 
connection with the mother country, especially as there could be no doubt 
that the troops in Ceylon were mainly maintained there for purposes of 
internal order. Through the liberality of Parliament Ceylon had been 
enabled to develop its prosperity, and the time had now come when it 
might make an additional contribution towards its military expenditure. 
There would be no delay on the part of the Home Government in com- 
municating these views to the colonial authorities, 

FORTIFICATIONS OF THE COLONIES. 
28rd.) During the discussion on the Army Estimates, Mr. BaxTen 

called attention to theexpense of fortifications in the colonies, and contended 
that the colonial possessions having local self-government should provide 
for their own internal defence. ‘The House had more than once aflirmed 
that principle, yet he found that there was an increase in the item for for- 
tifications in nearly all the colonies. Believing these fortifications were 
useless, that they would be a source of weakness to England in time of 
war, and that if they were necessary the colonies could well pay for them, 
he moved that the item for colonial fortifications be reduced by £10,000. 
—Mr. Hauisurtow said for the Jast four sessions the hon. gentleman who 
had just sat down had gone over the same ground as he had now traversed. 
He protested against these continued motions with regard to making the 
colonies do this, that, and the other for themselves; it created angry 
feelings on the part of the colonists, who did not know the weight in this 
country of the opinion of those who made them,—Mr. A. Mitts said that 
those who were desirous that we should hold our colonies would do well to 
consider whether expenditure or fortifications attained the object they had 
in view. We could only defend and hold our colonies by maintaining 
‘our supremacy at sea.—Colonel NontH said his only objection to the vote 
was that it was not half enough.— Sir G. C. Lewis assured the committee 
that the items had been carefully revised, and that the remark of the last 
ipearet had considerable force it they compared the number of competitors 

F votes with the number proposed: He had not proposed to fortify any 
place which had not been fortified already, and the additions and improve- 
ments were of the most moderate description.— Mr. Burr maintained that 
the principle involved was the surrender of our colonial possessions by 
abandoning their defence, which we could not impote upon them, and 
which they could not undertake for themselves. —The committee 
and the vote was agreed to by a large majority.

FRANCE. 

The news received from Cochin China is by no means satis- 
factory, and reinforcements are earnestly asked for by the 
officer in command of the French force. General Forey is 
making the same demand from Mexico, where, it is said, 6,000 
men are required in addition to the present large force in that 
country. 

A rreeting of all the leading Orleanists in Paris has been held 
at the house of the Duc de Broglie. M. Thiers, M. Quizot, 
General Changarnier, M. Rivet, M. Barthelemy-Hilaire, M. 
Dufaure, and many other Orleanists of distinction were present, 
The point to be debated was, whether the party should con- 
tinue to abstain from public life, or should enter the arena, 
take the oath, and appear as candidates at the forthcoming 
elections, The words of the oath are, ‘‘I swear obedience t 
the Constitution and fidelity to the Emperor.” All presen 
scemed inclined to abandon their passive resistance, and all but 
two agreed that this oath might be taken. The two were M, 
Dufaure and another not named, and M. Guizot hesitated. The 
decision has alarmed the Government, which, in the Consti- 
tutionnel, hints at the necessity for imposing new oaths and de- 
manding categorical explanations. It is thought that several 
Orleanists may be returned. 

On the debate being resumed, M. Billault said that this speech 
was imprudent, and affirmed that moral support was all that 
France could give to Poland. “The sympathies,” he said, 
“of France for Poland are not new, and are founded upon 
glorious recollections, and the sentiments inspired by the suf- 
ferings of an heroic people which have lasted nearly a century.”” 

The affairs of Poland have taken away for a while the 
thoughts of the public from the distress in the manufacturing 
districts ; yet there is reason to believe that it has not only 
not diminished, but rather extended. From places where the 
workmen continued to be employed up to the last, appeals 
now come for relicf. A circular from the relief committee of 
Mulhouse shows that the evil is spreading throughout Alsace, 
and 15,000 working men swell the list of those who have no 
wages to depend upon. A lottery for their benefit has been 
started in Paris by a number of ladies, 

An important debate, continued for three nights, has taken 
place in the French Senate on the affairs of Poland. In the 
course of it the Marquis de la Roche-Jacquelein having sup- 
ported the passing of the order of the day, Prince Napoleon 
opposed that course, 

Six hundred and eighty-nine Protestant French ministers 
have signed an address, dated March 13, to ministers of the 
Gospel in this country, calling upon them by the memory of 
British philanthropy and British religion to arouse themselves 
that the influence of this country may be exerted for the libe- 
ration of the slave. ‘They say :—“ No more revolting spectacle 
has ever been set before the civilised world than a ConfiJeracy, 
consisting mainly of Protestants, forming itself, and dem-nding 
independence in the nineteenth century of the Christian era, 
with a professed design of maintaining and propagating slavery 
—a Confederacy which lays down, as the corner-stone of its 
constitution, the system of slavery as it exists at present in the 
Southern States, a system which may be defined briefly as the 
right to treat man like cattle, and to commit adultery and 
murder with impunity. Setting aside all political considera- 
tions, can any Christian heart fail to be stirred to indignation 
at hearing the chief of that Confederacy answering a decree of 
emancipation by an implied threat of extermination? ‘lhe 
triumph of such a cause would put back the progress of 
Christian civilisation and of hwnanity a whole century, If 
there is a peaceable means of hastening the end of the war 
and of rendering its issue such as is desired by all the friends 
of humanity, is it not that the sincero Christians of Europe 
should give to the cause of cmancipation a powerful testimony, 
which would leave to those who fight for the right of oppressing 
the slaves, no hope of ever seeing those Christians give them 
the hand of fellowship? Ministers and pastors of all the 
evangelical devomiuations of England, Scotland, and Ireland, 
it is here we necd your assistance. Take the Icad, and let us 
call forth a great and peaceful manifestation of sympathy for 
the coloured race so long opposed and debased by Christian 
nations.” 

An extraordinary incident has come to light in Paris, On 
the 4th of February three gentlemen, Messicurs Garcia, Calzado, 
and Miranda, found themselves among a select party in the 
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salons of Madame Barucci, alias Benini, alias Justi. Miranda, 
who is a nobleman in the Queen of Spain’s household, had 
already lost 35,000f. or 40,000f. to the two others the same 
evening at the Spanish-American Cercle. Before they sat down 
to trente-el-quarante, MM. Garcia and Calzado kept walking 
about together, and the other guests seemed to notice them 
with a certain reserve. Garcia was opposed to Miranda, 
while Calzado kept betting on Garcia’s hand, and in 
the end, the stakes having been raised again and again, 
and Garcia having won fifteen times running, Miranda 
lost some 130,000f. or 140,000f. At this point the Duke de 
Caderousse-Gramont interposed, and eharged Garcia with foul 
play, seizing his cards and pointing out to the company tkat 
some were lighter in tint than others. Garcia confessed that 
ho had brought in some cards, but with no dishonest intention, 
and “only to change his bad luck.” This was too much. His 
pockets were searched, and a quantity of extra cards were 
found. He was then called upon to refund, and, after much 
resistance, was induced by a threat of sending for the police to 
throw down bank notes worth 50,000f, More were demanded, 
and a general search was agreed upon. The result was that 
Garcia and Calzado had to be chased from room to room, drop- 
ping bank notes at every step, and almost all the missing notes 
were recovered, These facts being clearly proved against both, 
Garcia, who did not appear, was sentenced to five years's 
imprisonment, and Calzado to fifteen months’, beside heavy 
penalties in fines and damages, 





HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AxsterpaM, March 22, 1863, 

It is but seldom that I have to retract any statement I make 
in the columns of the London and China Express, but to-day 
such a case occurs; for it turns out that the intelligence of the 
betrothal of the Prince of Orange with his cousin the Princess 
Marie, of the Netherlands, as communicated in my last letter, 
is,incorrect, or at least premature. In my own justification, 
however, I may be permitted to observe not only that I received 
it from @ source which I had every reason to believe trust- 
worthy, but that it was publicly mentioned everywhere in this 
city as an undoubted fact, announced in‘ all the leading news- 
papers, and promulgated from the pulpit on the ensuing Sunday 
in all the churches, where prayers were offered up for the wel- 
fare and happiness of the heir apparent to the crown of Holland 
and his affianced bride, Notwithstanding all this, however, it 
appears after all to bo not true, or rather that the Princess 
thought better of it, and that the engagement has been since 
annulled. Under the pretence of assisting at the ceremony of 
laying the foundation-stone of the monument to be erected at 
Berlin to the memory of King Frederick William III, of 
Prussia, the Princess has left this country with her patents. 
As the official part of the press had not announced the 
betrothal, they were of course not called upon to contradict 
it; but the most wonderful part of the story is that it has 
been officially denied in a quarter where onc least expected to 
find it, viz. in the official organ of the Swedish Government, 
the Post-och Inrikes-Tidning of Stockholm. 

In tie Second Chamber of the States General, a Ministerial 
Bill has been brought in for an alteration in the excise duty on 
its distilled in this country. This was the necessary con- 
B2quence of the late revision of the tariff aud the change 
efcted in the import duty on foreign spirits, its object being 
to place these two descriptions on the same footing and subject 
them to one legislative system. By virtue of the law of 1859 
the duty on foreign spirits was fixed at 35 florins per hectolitre, 
whilst the produce of the home distilleries only pays 224., 
thus enjoying a protection of 13. By the new Bill the duty 
will be equalised, or nearly so, by reducing the charge on foreign 
made spirits to only 3} fl, per Hectolitre of 50 degrees strength, 
But this measure could not be carried into execution without 
the consent of France toa corresponding modification of the 
Treaty of Commerce existing between the two countries ; but 
the coucurrence of the French Government to the proposed 
alteration has already been obtained, so that it now only 
remains to induce the States General to assent to the Bill. It 
is necilless to observe that the French Treaty was concluded in 
the year 1840, consequently long before the revision of the 
tariff in this country, and before the present free trade prin- 
Ciples came into operation. 

Mr. Fransen van de Putte, the new Colonial Minister, has | 
laid bofore the Sccond Chamber his new Colonial Budget for | 








the current year, which has been, as is customary, referred to a” 
committee to examine and report on previous to becoming the 
subject of general debate. I have not yet been able to see it, 
but judging from the explanatory memorandum of the Minister 
accompanying the Budget, it differs tut little in amount from 
the previous one thrown out by the Chambers, There is an 
increase of 6,936 florins in the estimates for the expenditure, 
the principal item of which is in the new $3, containing an 
additional vote of 5,000 fi. for salaries to civil servants employed 
im @ temporary capacity in the colonial office, the Minister's 
object being to obtain the latest information and practical ad- 
vice on sundry important colonial questions from civil and 
military servants lately returned from Netherlands India, and. 
more especially from such as arrive in this country on leave of 
absence, who for # small additional emolament would be glad 
to communicate to the Government their own views of the stats 
of things in India, derived from their own personal observations 
and the result of their experience on the spot. ‘The second 
item is 1,800f. for additional instruction in the languages, 
geography, and ethnology of the Dutch possessions in India at 
the Royal Academy of Delft. This item was included in the 
Budget of 1862, but subsequently thrown out iby the Second. 
Chamber in their evening sitting of the 20th of December, 
1861, in consequence of an amendment proposed and passed. 
The third item is only for 135 f. for additional support of 
another military pensioner at the asylum for invalids at 
Leyden. 

There is also “a new Ministerial measure before the Second 
Chamber for the importation, free of duty, in Netherlands India, 
of all raw articles of manufactures in metal, including irony, 
copper, lead, steel, and zink.

The screw corvette Soembing, of ten guns, Lieut.-Come 
mander J. N. Slegt, also from Java, arrived in Table Bay on the 
14th of January, and proceeded on the 27th of the same month 
to this country. All well on board both ships. 

A letter from Vliessingen states that orders have been re- 
ceived at that dockyard to prepare for sea the first-class steam 
frigate Adolph Duke of Nassau, fifty-one, to convey H.RH. the 
Prince Alexander of the Netherlands to St. Petersburg. 

The Minister of Finances has given notice that the letter to 
be burned into thetimbers of vessels officially measured for their 
register during the service year 1863-4 is a Gothic capital E. 

Private letters from Batavia announce the suspension of pay 
ments of the house of Messrs, Schimmelpenninck and Co, of 
that city, as well as under the same firm at Sourabaya, Passa- 
roeang, aud Probolingo, with liabilities to the amount of 
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1,640,605 florins, and assets for 1,094,670, showing a deficit of 
545,935 f1. The Rotterdam Courant states on authority, that 
all goods consigned to the firm were delivered over to the 
owners or their agents, and that there was every reason to sup- 
pose that the creditors would come to an amicable arrangement 
and accept a composition, all who attended the first meeting 
having agreed to do so. 


Ab the last mesting of the Royal Society of Arts, a communi- 
cation from Dr, R. Th. Friedrich, of Batavia, was read relating 
to the drawings of the Dieretiriem, and two inscriptions found 
on & statue of Mandjoercri, lately discovered by him in Java. 

Younker J. L. C. Pompe van Meerdcroort has received from 
the Dutch residents at Decima, through the instrumentality of 
his Excellency the Chevalier Huyssen van Kattendyke, the 
Naval Minister, a splendid piece of silver gilt plate, as a token 
of their gratitude for his medical services during his residence 
of five years in Japan. The plate was manufactured by Mr. 
J. H. van Kempen, of Voorschoten. 


According to the final report on the proposed alteration in 
the Naturalisation Laws the question has again been mooted 
in the Second Chamber whether the exclusion of Englishmen 
from becoming naturalised be in accordance with the contents 
of the Law of July, 1850. Several members denied it. On 
the other hand, it was observed that the law of 1850 was not 
free from hardships affecting other foreigners settled in 
Netherlands India. According to the Civil Code, these persons 
were considered as Dutch subjects, as far as regards their being 
amenable to the laws of this country. 

Fhe Arnhem Courant states that letters by the Overland 
Mail have been received in this country, announcing that the 
Lieuteuant-Colonel commanding the Dutch troops at Banjer- 
massing, in Bornco, has t:udered his resignation. As a reason 
for this step it is asserted that he felt aggrieved at the Go- 
vernment having returned a Pangarang that he bad banished 
from the island as a dangerous character and disaffected towards 
the Dutch. 

The first armour-plated iron gunboat for the Dutch Navy has 
‘been successfully launched from the private yard at Fyenoord, 
where it was built by contract. Mr. C. J. van Steel, Civil 
Engineer of the First Class, has been commissioned by the 
Government to superintend the construction of her engines and 
General fitting out. 

By Royal Decree of the 10th of March, No. 1, The con- 
cession granted provisionally to Mr. Poolman by Decree of the 
Governor-General of Netherlands India, dated the 28th of 
August, 1869, for the construction of a railway from Samarang 
to Djokdjokarta through Soerakarta, is confirmed, subject to the 
eventual approbation of the States-General.

MOSS v. ALCOCK. 

Srr Rurnenrorp Atcock, in his recent work “ The Capital 
of the Tycoon,” has recorded his version of Mr. Moss’s case, 
without, however, giving the name of that gentleman. That this 
version should be one-sided is only what might have been ex- 

cted, neither does it surprise us to find that Her Masesty’s 

NISTER PLENIPOTENTIARY in Japan should have altogether 
omitted to notice two or three of the most prominent features 
in the story in which his conduct was pre-eminently blame- 
worthy. Sir Rurierrorp Atcock is a very clever man, but 
all his efforts will not suffice (o override certain plain facts 
which are well known to English residents in Japan, and with 
which all our readers have been made familiar. It is curious 
to read Sir RoruenrorD Atcock’s account of “A British sub- 
ject in collision with Japanese police at Kanagawa,” and then 
to peruse the narrative recently drawn up by Mr. Moss, in 
which he relates his seizure by the Japanese, and his treatment 
by the Consun-Generax. Any one who reads the story for 
the first time, as told in Sir RurHERFoRD’s volumes, would tuke 
it for granted that the use of fire-arms on the part of Englishmen 
in Japan was a direct violation of a law by which foreign residents 
were bound. He would believe that the Japanese police were 
acting in accordance with the Treaty in endeavouring to arrest 
a British subject for shooting a wild goose within ten Re of the 
Tycoon’s residence. He would believe that Mr. Moss had 
deliberately fired at and wounded the Japanese officer, and that 
the police had only done their duty in securing and carrying 
him off as their prisoner ; and, finally, he would believe ‘that 
the punishment awarded by the Consun, if not technically 
correct, neither ‘touched the prisoner in pocket nor con- 
venience,” and was under all the circumstances extremely mild, 
since the ConsuL-GENERAL might have Icgally awarded twelve 
months’ imprisonment. ‘This would undoubtedly be the im- 
pression conveyed by Sir Rurnerrorp Atcock’s statement, and 
there can be no doubt also that it would be utterly false. 

To begin at the beginning, Mr. Moss would have been more 
prudent if he bad abstained froin shooting, just as poor Rictarp- 
son and his companions would have been more prudent if they 
had abstained from riding onthe Tocaido. None of the Japanese, 
with the exception of the Daimios, are permitted to ride 
on horseback, or to shoot within a specified distance of 
the residence of the Tycoon. It is ouly natural that the 
Japanese should be desirous of imposing the same restrictions 
upon foreigners, and that the Princes should wish to receive 
from them the same marks of reverence which they exact from 
their own countrymen. Prudence of this choracter has ever been 
a Dutch virtucin the Far East, but it is one which our country- 
men do not seem much to relish. Grant, then, if you will, that 
Mr. Moss thought more of amusement than of what was 
exactly expedient when he started, in the month of November, 
1860, for “an early and long day’s shvoting.” The only point 
for us to consider with regard to his day’s sport is whether, in 
the pursuit of it, he was committing an illegal act. It 
appears that a year before, Consul Vyse had requested 
the foreign community to desist from this amusement 
for a time, and they acceded to the Coxsu’s request. 
But when the shooting season came round again, no consular 
notification on the subject having been issued and publicly 
exhibited, as by law it was bound to be, in the office of the 
Consvt, Mr. Moss considered that he was justified in following 


his sport. Inthis belief he was not singular, since most if not 
all the foreign residents in Yokuhama held the same opinion, 
and on the very day on which Mr. Moss was seized “the 
“ Secretary of His Exceniency’s legation at Yedo came 
“down to Kanagawa with His ExcgLLency’s consent for 
“the purpose of shooting.” But if we take the opposite 
view and come to the conclusion that Mr. Moss’s con- 
duct was blameworthy, were the Japanese police justified in 
endeavouring to seize him? Sir Ruruerrorp ALcock says 
“they had simply been performing their duty.” Now it is 
perfectly true that any Englishman in Japan committing an 
unlawful act may be arrested summarily, provided he be at once 
brought before his Consul, and dealt with according to the laws 
of his country. If shooting on the part of forcigners was 
unlawful, it might be a legal act on the part of the Yarkuneen 
to take Mr. Moss prisoner for having so offended. But it was 
not necessary that a number of two-sworded men should have 
rushed upon him for this purpose; and it was most natural 
that Mr. Moss, with the knowledge that he possessed of Ja- 
panese treachery, should have immediately stood upon the 
defensive. Mark what followed. While parleying with the 
leader of the band, Mr. Moss was suddenly seized on from 
behind and knocked to the ground. Inthe struggle the gun, 
which he affirms had been wrested from him, went off 
and severely wounded one of the Japanese. Hereupon 
the police, who, according to the ConsvuL-GENERAL, were 
“simply performing their duty,” instead of at once securing 
their prisoner and carrying him before the English ConsuL, 
bound his legs with cords, twisted his arms behind his back 
so as to cause intense pain, gave him several blows on the head 
until the blood trickled from the wounds, and carried him off to 
a place of concealment, where he was eventually discovered and 
claimed by Mr. Consul Vysz. Sir Rutnerrorp ALcock does 
not hesitate to affirm that the conduct of Mr. Moss in shooting 
a goose was illegal, and that he was morally and legally respon- 
sible for all the injury and mischief resulting, but he says not a 
word in reprobation of the infamous conduct of the Japanese 
officials, nor does he mention that the English Consul was 
obliged to threaten the exercise of force, before he could gain 
admission into the prison in which his countryman was con- 
fined. We hold, then, in opposition to the opinion of the 
ConsuL-GeENERAL, that the conduct of the Japanese police at 
this time was most atrocious, and we are assured that they 
knew it to be illegal, si:ce the Japanese Governor persisted 
in denying that Mr. Moss was confined within the prison at 
all, and only yielded him up on being compelled to do so. 

Sir RurHErForp Axcock writes as if he had no doubt 
whatever that the gun was fired, and OyarKuNEeTaRO wounded 
by Mr. Moss, siuce this was affirmed at the trial by the 
Japanese witnesses, but he does not even hint that, despite the 
evil treatment Mr. Moss had already received from the Japanese, 
he had actually resolved to return him into their custody until 
the trial should take place. That such an act would bave been 
almost certain death to the prisoner few can doubt who are 
acquainted with the character of the Japanese. No wonder, 
therefore, that the Minister’s order aroused in Mr. Moss 
“ every fecling of astonishment and indignation.” No wonder, 
too, that a deputation of Englishmen waited immediately on the 
Consui-GeNnsRaL to protest against the order being carried 
into execution, Happily for Mr. Moss, as well as for the 
good name of Her Masesry’s Minister, they gained their point, 
and the prisoner was tried by his own countrymen. The trial 
is given in extenso by Mr. Moss in the appendix to his 
pamphlet, but most of our readers are already acquainted with 
its details. ‘Ihe assessors, it will be remembered, differed from 
Consul Vrs in their opinion of the case, and the matter was 
referred to the Consut-GENERAL at Yedo. He decided that 
Mr. Moss was guilly; first, for breaking the law of 
Japan in having shot game ; second, for assaulting 
and resisting Japanese officials in discharge of their duty; 
third, for shooting at OYARKUNETARO with intent to do him 
grievous bodily harm. With regard to evch of these charges 
Mr. Moss establishes his innocence, and with regard to the third 
he proves as clearly as anything can be proved that he did not 
fire the gun, but that it had been taken from him in the struggle 
before it went off. To Mr. Moss’s statement on this subject 
it is satisfactory to know that Earl Russext “ gives full credit,” 
and we suspect that Sir Rurnerrorp ALcocK is the only 
Englishman who, after due investigation, has arrived at a con- 
trary conclusion. Mr. Moss was, therefore, sentenced to pay 
a heavy fine, to deportation from Japan, and to a three months 





imprisonment in the gaol of Hong Kong. This, according to 
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the Coxsout-GENERAL, was in effect a kind act towards Mr. Moss, 
“a shield and protection to him and to the whole community, 
“whatever else it might be considered.” We are charitable 
enough to hope that Sir RurHERFoRD ALcock may never have 
such a shield thrown over him! It might indeed have been 
advisable under the circumstances that Mr. Moss should leave 
Japan for a time, but thereis a wide difference between a voluntary 
exile and a forced banishment. In the former case he would 
have been able quietly to wind up his affairs, and when the time 
came to sail for Hong Kong, he would not have embarked on 
board a vessel which was infected with small pox, nor, on arriv- 
ing at his destination, would he have been treated as acommon 
malefactor. Happily, the warrant by which Mr. Moss was 
imprisoned proved to be faulty, and after seven days of durance 
vile he was discharged, and commenced a suit against Her Ma- 
sesty’s Consur-Generat in Japan. That he was justified in 
80 doing is proved by the fact that Her Masesty’s Government, 
on learning the particulars of the case, reversed the decision of 
the Consut-G eNERAL, and remitted the fine which he had imposed. 
The jury at Hong Kong, it will be remembered, were ouly able 
to award damages on one count, that, namely, of false imprison- 
ment, leaving, as Mr. Moss truly says, “ the injustice 
and hardship of his case unexposed and untried. He, ther-fore, 
resolved to return to England, and to ask for compensation from 
Her Masesty’s Government, but in this effort he has proved 
‘unsuccessful. 
“ Government, having consulted the law offcers of the Crown, 
are not prepared to entertain that claim,” and that if Mr. 
Moss has any cause of action against Sir Ruruerrorp ALcock 
not covered by the damages awarded at Hong Kong, the courts 
of this country are open to him. Of this suggestion Mr, 
Moss cannot avail himself, owing to the losses he has suffered. 
Nothing remains, therefore, but an appeal to Parliament; and 


The Government has, perhaps, goue as far as it can in censuring 
a valuable public servant by reversing the whole of his verdict ; 
but the pcople of Enyland, through their representatives, are 
free to protest against an act of flagrant injustice, and by re- 
cognising the claims of Mr. Moss, to re-instate him in his former 
position. 


IMPROVED CURRENCY FOR HONG KONG. 

Tue thin end of the wedge has been at last introduced of 
what is destined to prove the most important reform that has 
ever been effected in our relations with China. It is impossible 
that the benefits which the colony of Hong Kong will derive 
from the settlement of its currency upon a fixed basis, can fail 
to make themselves felt all along the mainland, so that we may 
expect ere long to sce one uuifori currency pervading our entire 
relations with the Chinese, and thus gradually making its way 
far into the interior. Such a result, indeed, was to have been 
anticipated, though it would seem that our Colonial office had 
some misgivings as to the capacity of the Chinese to appreciate 
the magnitude of the boon about being conferred on them. 
The best cxposure of this singular delusion is to be found ina 
remarkable fact stated by Sir Hercunes Ropinsoy, in his 
despatch of 26th May, 1862, which has recently been 
published by the Stationery Office among the correspondence, 
which, during two years and a half, has been going on between 
the Home Goverument and the authorities of Hong Kong on 
this subject. He there mentions that “the notes of the Char- 
tered Banks established here (ie., at Hong Kong) are taken un- 
hesitatingly throughout the colony, and, I am told, are even 
cashed in the interior of the Kicantung province, seventy or eighty 
miles above Canton, by native bankers for a charge of about one 
tenth per cent!” If such things be done in the green tree, what 
may we expect in the dry? If even paper commands its re- 
presentative value, what is there to fear from the introduction 
of an ascertained metallic coinage? That is the question which 
the Colonial Secretary has been approaching with fear and 
trembling, whereas he must be ignorant indeed of ethnological 
peculiarities, if he is unaware that John Chinaman is of all 
created beings the best able to take care of his own interests. 

The nature of the evils to be remedied is so well known by 
bitter experience to our readers, that we need not now discuss 
the difficulties consequent upon a fluctuating standard of that 
which hitherto has formed the basis of Chinese currency, viz., 
the Imperial cash. We propose rather briefly to point out the 
precise nature and operation of the remedies proposed, so that 
the alterations which in terms of the proclamation of the 9th 
January last are to take effect so soon as the necessary amount 
ot coinage of different values has been struck at the Mint in this 











Mr. Layarp writes that, “Her Masesry’s ! 
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country, may be at once intelligible by all, We are glad to 

think that the principles on which they are founded are so fair 

and equitable alike to the European resident, the Government, 

the naval and military employés, and the Chinese themselves, that 
a very few years at most will in all probability see the currency 
of Hong Kong at least established on as sound a basis as that 

of any country of Europe. 

Starting from the position which is clearly made out, that un- 
like other countries, whose fixed standard is either silver or gold, 
that of China is based upon copper, it is proposed to strike a 
coin of a certain weight fifty-seven grains, of copper duly 
alloyed, bearing the inscription ‘“ Hong Kong, One Mil,” with. 
the date of the year around the inscription V.B., surmounted by a 
crown, and for the reverse, the inscription “ Hong Kong, One 
“ Cash,” in Chinese characters, One thousand such cash or mils 
are {o represent one silver dollar, of value equivalent to that of 
Mexico (but not of Spain or South America, the value of the 
Spanish dollar having been recently depreciated below that of the 
Mexican, owing to the Spanish currency being now based on a 
gold coinage of the same fineness as that of the United States), 
‘The dollar is to pass current as a legal tender at 4s. 2u., and 
the cash or mil is to be limited as a legal tender only to the 
amount of one dollar. Thus no one need receive more than ten 
string of cash unless he please, while the cash, though of far 
superior workmanship and greater purity of metal than that of 
the Imperial coin, is, besides the definite admixture of alloy, to 
circulate at 1,000 for 970, or about three per cent. above its 
intrinsic value, with the view of preventing it being found pro 
fitab'e to export it or melt it down, 

These two coins, the copper cash, and the silver dollar worth 
one thousand cash, represent the tio extremes of the new 
coinage. But for convenience of small payments, certain inter- 


c P n | mediate values are also to be legalised, one being a copper- 
we sincerely hope that such an appeal will not be made in vain, ; 


piece representing one hundredth part of a dollar, on the 
obverse of which is impressed Her Masesry’s effigy, with the 
inscription “Victoria, Queen,” and on the reverse, in both 
languages, One Cent, Hong Kong, with the date of the year. 
Coins of silver depreciated twenty per cent , so as to circulate 
rather as tokens than regular money, will also be issued, having 
the same obverse impression (we presume on a varying scale) 
as the cent; and, on the reverse, besides the inscription in both 
languages “Hong Kong,” and the date of the year, a further 
inscription, likewise in both languages, indicating the value of 
the piece in cents (or hundredths) of a dollar. Provision is made 
that the cent, like the cash, shall only be a legal tender to the 
amount of one dollar, while the silver intermediate pieces are 
limited as a tender to two dollars. We are inclined to believe 
that the first issue of silver intermediary coins will be confined 
to ten cent pieces, but there seems little doubt that so soon as 
the working of the new coinage begins to be understood, there 
will be a general demand for silver pieces of five cents and twenty- 
five cents, and possibly of three cent pieces, similar to those 
once current in the United States. 

On the whole, we feel most hopeful as to the prospects of 
this scheme, which, though so simple when thus stated, has 
been a considerable time incubating, owing to our unfortunate 
Anglo-Saxon habit, not confined to our governing authorities, 
of supposing that no other nation is thoroughly acquainted with 
the principles of finance but ourselves, and possibly the Jews 
and the Dutch. There can be no greater mistake, nor would 
it much surprise us to find this first practical recognition by us 
of the decimal principle in commerce, reacting upon our own 
British coinage, and paving the way towards the abolition of 
the cumbrous relations of pounds, shillings, and pence, in favour 
of the far simpler and more elegant dollar and cent. 

Two collateral points deserve to be noticed ere we conclude 
this sketch. We cannot find that any notice has been taken of 
the suggestion of Sir HERCULES Ropiyson to have a hole drilled 
in the cash as coined at home, and issued in the colony, 80 as 
to enable the usual process of “ stringing” to be adopted, and 
we think this, to a certain extent, a defect, as also the limiting 
the legal tender to one dollar, in the absence of such a ready 
means of reckoning. When such an authority as Mr. J. J. 
Mackenziz speaks of its being a “labour of love to a China- 
“man to handle and carry cash,” the home authorities might 
with all safety adopt his suggestion that $5 cash would not be 
too high a limit for a legal tender. Of course, with Her 
Magzsry's effigy in the ceutre, such a thing as a drilled hole 
is impossible; so we presume this cannot now be remedied, 
while as to the limit of legal tender, a8 the whole question is 
entirely in the tentative stage, it has possibly been the object 
not to attempt too much at once, 
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he ether topic to which we would invite attention is aleo 
ote of detail. We find no provision, express or implied, for 
the calling in at a. given rate of the defaced Imperial cash. 
‘This, perbaps, would involve considerable trouble and expense, 
bat unless some step be taken to obviate this, there will be 
great difficulty, owing to the necessity of examining every cash 
upon a.“ string,” to see lest any worn coins have been included. 
Tn this view the absence of a hole with which to string, and 
the limitation to one dollar of the legal tender, may be pro- 
ductive of benefit. But, on the other hand, the counterfeiting 
will be resumed with etill greater success than ever, the more pura 
the metal. It does not signify how much deprecia'ed the legal 
cash is, 80 long as it passes current for what it represents, In 
fact, till the currency becomes universally adopted throughout the 
East, the more the cash circulates as a token, rather than a coin, 
the more will the object aimed at be achieved, viz., of retaining 
it as a convenient mode of setiling small sums on the spot. 
Hence the necessity of some steps being taken to purchase in 
the Imperial cash at a definite rate, eo that there may be only 
the regular cash, and the spurious counterfeits circulating at 
anes. There has been no analogy in the West of a new cur- 
rency having had to compete with an inferior currency at its 
first issue. When our penny was changed some years ago, the 
amount of copper in the old penny was much greater than in 
the new, and therefore no difficulty was encountcred in calling 
inthe old coinage. Precisely similar was the experience of 
Brance in 1853. In the present case, however, no provision 
seems to have been made for the reverse of this system, and it 
is here, we fear, that the hitch, if any, will muke itsclf felt. 

We will not, however, anticipate any such drawback. The 
superior finish of an English coin can never, in the absence of 
proper machinery, be equalled by even Chinese ingenuity ; and 
since the Chinese, as already mentioned, are eminently capable 
of taking care of themselves, they may be safely left to guard 
against this source of difficulty. Too much publicity, however, 
cannot be given to the various details of the measure, 30 as to 
preclude any accusation of the native community having been 
taken by surprise, or the much more probable event of our 
soldiers and sailors being adroitly “ pigeoned,” while chaffering 
at the bazaars. The foreign community should see to this, as 
they will not be the least gainers by the substitution of definite 
coins in every relation of life, from the much simplified settle- 
ment of the “comprador’s” accounts, to the greatly facilitated 
transmission of specie at a certain unvarying value, instead of 
by the old system of weighing a certain amount of silver. 














THE DISMISSAL OF GENERAL BURGEVINE. 

In the recent conduct of General Burcevine, which 
has led to his dismissal from the command of the ever 
victorious army,” we have a sample of the difficulties which 
are likely to arise between the Imperiul Government and 
the foreign officers employed in its service. The per- 
plexing position in which the General found himself, and 
which led to an appareutly unjustifiable act on his part, was 
caused by the perversity of Chinese officials; an: it is clear 
that in the time to come this perversity may prove as detri- 
mental to Captain SHzRARD Oszorn as it has now proved to the 
successor of Warp. No commander can manage a force when 
he is unable to deal out rations or pay, and nothing was more 
natural than that, in his eagerness to supply the wants of his men, 
General BurcEviNe’s irritability should have got the better of 
his judgment. No doubt he had considerable provocation, but 
every foreigner who undertakes to fight the battles of the Em- 
peror of CHINA must expect to meet with annoyances such as 
those of which General BuRGEVINE complains. A. protest 
against the Chinese authoritics may be very natural under the 
cireumstances, but is scai likely to prove of essential service. 
We have yet to learn whether the General’s encmies are in 
earnest in offering a reward of 50,000 tacls for his head, but the 
issue of such a proclamation in the present euse is, at all events, 
suggestive of other offensive measures in the future; and it is 
easy to foresce how some aguresaive act against English officers 
serving in China may lead to another war with that country, 
even although it may be disavowed by the Government of 
Peking. 








TUE MILITARY TAXATION OF CEYLON. 
In the recent dscussions on the army estimates, the atteution of 
the House was directed by several of the members to the mili- 
tary and financial position of Ceylon. Sir G. C. Lewis, in pro- 
posing a reduction of 109 rauk and file in all battalions serving 
at home and in the colonics, excepted Ceylon, as well as China 
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and New Zealand. General Peel complained of the small pay 
awarded to. a Major-General and his aide-de-comp in Ceylon, 
compared with that received in China. Mr. Childers considered 
that if a reduction of men was necessary, Ceylon was one of the., 
colonies in which it should be effected. “Ihe expenditure of. 
Ceylon, he said, was £67,000 less than its revenue. ‘ He was 
aware that Ceylon contributed to the allowances of troops, and 
also to their commissariat charges, but he thought the colony 
should pay more than £24,000.” On the 20th ins’. the atten- 
tion of the House was again drawn to Ceylon by Mr. Lyall, who 
asked what steps had been taken to reduce the annual charge 
of £100,000 on the Imperial Exchequer for the troops in that 
island. Mr. Lyatr alluded to the proposal he had made last 
year for the annexation of Ceylon to India, and observed that 
while Java sent an annual tribute of £3,000,000 of produce to 
Holland, and while India had been a source of wealthy contri- 
butions to England, “ Ceylon, richer than India, and nearly as. 
prosperous as Java, costs this country £110,000 per annum.” 
We were glad last year to find that Mr. Lyaut’s proposition 
to annex Ceylon to India was not entertained by the Govern- 
ment. Such an act would have been in the highest degres. 
detrimental to the interestsof the colony, since, as Mr. FortEScUm 
truly observes, the island is well governed, and possesses insti- 
tutions which are satisfactory to the people. This good adminis- 
tration, however, having produced its usual fruits, Ceylon is in 
such a prosperous condition that the Home Goverment is euti- 
tled to expect that the colonists should contribute more largely 
to their military expenses. An additional contribution—we are 
not told the amount—is therefore to be at ouce demanded, and 
the request is, we feel assured, too reasonable to mect with oppo- 
sition in the island. The troops maintained in Ceylon are not 
stationed there for the promotion of Imperial interests, but in 
order to preserve the internal security of the country. It is 
obvious, therefore, that since the colonists are able to bear it, a 
fair share of the burden should be laid upon their shoulders, 





BLUE BOOK ON THE REBELLION IN CHINA. 


“FaurtherPapers,” one hundred and eleven in number, have just 
appeared on the subject of the Taipings.

THE CHINESE PUZZLE EXPLAINED. 


‘The mystery is out at last. It was always a puzzle to all men who com- 
prehended the East why the Chinese Government, with its traditions of isola- 
tion, its timidity, ard its pride, should have so suddenly sought to give 
itself masters in the shape of a sepoy army commanded by Europeans, 
Asiatics are not often s0 unsuspicious, nor are Chinese the most confiding 
of Asiatics. The blue-book on China just published, however—a mass of 
official detritus worth exactly nothing, but serving well to conceal a poli- 
tical nugget or two —explains very satisfactorily, or unsatisfactorily, thie 
departure from Chinese precedent. Prince Kung never demanded British 
drill. masters, did not suggest them, and, so far as we can gather from a 
very cautious statement of his opinions, did not desire them at all. They 
were forced on him by Mr. Bruce, who seems, in his unyielding, unsym- 

thetic Scotch way, to have gained much the same position at Peking as 
Yr. inglake deseribes the ‘ great Elchee ” to have assumed in Constan- 
Hoople. The development of the scheme was in this wise. Mr. Bruce, 
im the general interests of ci ition and the special interests of the 
China trade, undertook to protect the treaty ports, and, apparently, to 
clear the neighbourhood of Shanghai of insurgent Taipings, provided the 
Chinese garrison would assist. ‘That was promised, of course, the Chinese 
unfeignedly approving the conduct of foreign barbarians in fighting their 
Battles without reward. If the English won, the Taipings would be de- 

ied, the revenue guaranteed, and an unpleasant duty very cheaply per- 
formed. If, on the other hand, the Taipings won, the Emperor would 
lose nothing’ except the aid of some foreigners, whom the Flowery Land 
could spare with little sadness or dissatisfaction. The promise was honestly 
grea, and the promi-ed “ braves” appeared, but, unluckily, the moment 
English departed they followed the English example. Kading, for 
example, was taken by Englishmen, handed over to the Imperialists, and 
filled with a garrison of braves, who immediately ran away, leaving the 
Taipings to return and decapitate all the loyal. The Taiping tide re- 
ceded before the pumps, but always over-mastered the permanent dyke. 
Mr. Bruce grew tired of his endicss labour, and in an interview with 
Prince Kung, held on May 7th, 1862, he told him pretty bluntly—the un- 
lucky Prince, in a subsequent letter, calls him “plain-spoken but friendly ” 
—that his braves were a horde of ruffiais who only insulted the allies. 
The Prince “fully admitted their indiscipline,” but hoped to organise a 
new force; whereupon Mr. Brace suggested his preconceived plan. He 
old Prince Kung that Chinese could fight if disciplined after the English 
fashion, that he must have a new artillery, and that he had better app 
Captain Cane to be its director at once. Her Majesty’s Government would 
lend that officer, and find drill-instructors besides. “ I urged,” says the 
‘Ambassador, “ with all possible earnestness, the necessity of acting without 
loss of time,” and finally told him that if the British Government was to 
de‘end the treaty ports “this was asi:e qua non.” “The Prince ap- 
prorelly of course ;—what docs any Asiatic ever do when a strong-headed 
uropean has him once in his mental grasp?—Captain Cane was ap- 
pointed, and the levy of a sepoy army commenced. ‘The design was none 
of Prince Kung’s, though approved, we are bound to adi, by the Governor- 
General of Central China, and the “earnestness” menti seems to 
indicate a resistance which Mr. Bruce had to overcome by a strong mental 
squeeze. The Prince is, in fact, at once jealous of his authority, and 
very averse to quarrel with Europeans who, asthese despatches show, when 
building sites are refused at half price, land marines, pull down the Chinese 
houses, and so clear the ground by a process which, say in Southampton 
‘or St. Malo, might possibly be thought slightly summary. We have in 
France exactly the same right of acquiring land which we have secured in 
China; but then in France one asks usu.ily the owner's consent to the 
sale. However, oppression is the lot of mankind, and one cannot live in 
the air, and therc are other truisms familiar to the Anglo-Saxon adven-

BRITISH TRADE WITH JAPAN. 

Az clement of some importance in forming a conclusion as the 
to be pursued towards Japan, is the value of our existing trade pl 4 
strange country. The port of Kamagawa, which includes Yokuhame, ip 
the principal place for trade, little being done at Nagasaki, and still leae af 
Hakodadi. The entire value of the British trade conducted there, including’ 
both exports and imports, is little more than half a million sterling yearly x 
and the entire exports and imports of the place are under a million sterling’ 
yearly. The profits on this trade will not do much more, we should thin 
than keep up the extensive mercantile establishments at Yokuhema, ant 
there does not seem to be any immediate prospect of its increase, bat 
rather the contrary. According to the official returns of the Kanagawa 
Consulate, the imports in British vessels for the half-year ending June 90, 
1861, were to the value of £80,951, and in the corresponding period of 
1862 they were only £68,981. A comparison of the same periods ity re 
gard to hailed shows an increase in ]862 to the trifling extent of £2,008, 
80 that such trade as there is appears to be falling off rather than increasing 
and it must be remembered that in Japan there is no smuggling, as there 
is in China, to afford indirect returns. The balance of trade, it will be ob> 
served, is largely in favour of the Japanese. Most nations would rather 
like this, but they with their usual ingenuity, consider it a grievance. As 
they do not want our products or manufactures, and have themselves 
abundance of the precious metals, they grudge that what they produce and 
want to use in the country should be exported from it, Grey shinti 
camlets, and lead, are the only things they take from us in appreci 
quantities, and against these they give us raw silk, tea, and copper. There 
bas been for several seasons a falling off in the size of Chinese silk, and 
consequently Japanese silk has been in great demand in the Lenden 
market. ¢ British merchants at Yokuhama made great efforts to pror 
cure a large supply, and offered prices considerably higher than those af 
which the Japanese were selling silk among themselves, but it was of no use 
Whether we attribute it to the instinct of the people or to the action of the 
Government, even our urgent demand and high prices failed to attraet any 
considerable proportion of thesilk cropintothe export market. ‘The ordinary 
Jaws of trade donot seemto work among these copper-coloured Easterns. Ag 
there is so litle existing British trade with Japan, the question 
arises as to what the prospects are of its being further developed. 
some hold that the best, and indeed the only way to do so, is quietly and 
patiently to cultivate new wants among the Japanese, taking care not te 
offend or startle their rulers, others openly declare that the only way te 
create commerce is to break down the feudal system of the country, and 
to let the foreign merchant come in fair contact with the people, who, i 
is alleged, are quite willing to trade. Having more than once pointed eu 
the enormous difficulties there would be in the way of this latter course; 
we need not further advert to it at present. The former be trying 
to our patience, but it will be honourable to our forbearance, and is rer 
quired by justice ; for if it is not always right to have recourse to arcs i 
order to protect our existing trade, it would be decidedly wrong to do s0 
in order to develop a very dubious prospective one. The only practical 
question we have to settle at present in regard to Japan is, how to prevent 
the ever-recurring assassinations which render the position of our country- 
men there so unpleasant ; and under this head it is pertinent to ask 
whether, for a few years, it would not be best for us to be content with @ 
very limited trade and a very confined position in Japan. As it is, we 
seem dritting into complications which a statesmanship capable of taking 


the initiative might avoid.—Daily News. 























THE CHINESE IN AUSTRALIA, 


The Melbourne correspondent of the Daily News writes :— 


“The habitable world has suddenly grown larger. _ Naturally, our 
yearnings for increased population are towards the millions of Great 
Britain, but fate has suddenly thrown us some 2,000 miles nearer to the 








360,000,000 of China. For many years past that redundant population 
have been overflowing into every island of the Indian Archipelago, and 
Borneo alone partly possesses, aiid is partly possessed by, some hundreds of 
thousands of Chinese. These islands are_stepping-stones from China to 
Australia. Our Chinese population already numbers some five and twenty 
fee (almost all males), being about 5 per cent. of our whole popu 
jaticn. 

“A large portion of the easter end of Melbourne (a sort of celestial 
Ghetto) swarms with them, and from their costume and appendages of 
blue bag trousers and blouses, and thick shoes, and pig-tails (which the) 
coil away into the crowns of their hats, like private and confi Jential bl 
snakes), and from the arrangement and contents of their stores, and the 
Chinese signboards hanging out over every door, the quarter might pass 
for a bit of Canton let into Australian soil. Now, as the £10 capitation 
tax imposed on them on their entrance into the colony is about (so say 
our more influential parliament men) to be abolished, this liberal step,, ao 
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operating with our now practically closer neighbourhood to the —_ inese 
empi ill, of course, vimalate Chinese immigration to these colonies. 
Wah what social and political results in the long run it is not easy to 
foresee. 
“Thus much, however, may be considered certain. That of these 
2, we may (so some of the more intelligent of them tell me) have 
if we only encourage them. But the moral effect of large num- 
bers of them, without women, could not be good ; and even with women 
would probably soon grow embarrassing to us, if not even dangerous, 
For they are a people with whom we can never thoroughly amalgamate ; 
aud yet, by reason of their great intelligence, they can never (especially 
when they greatly outnumber us) be treated politically and socially in all 
respects as an inferior race. At present they have no votes; exercise no 
civil rights ; and yet they think of these things. I was talking the other 
day to one of the few among them who speak English, and was startled to 
hear him put points on the comilas inter gentes as clearly as if he had read 
Gaius or Pufendorf. He objected that the £10 capitation tax on his 
countrymen was contrary to the treaty between Great Britain and China, 
and said that if the Chinese were strong enough in the colony they would 
resist it. Agreeing as I did with the man’s objection, I could only say 
morals sometimes became complicated with legislation so as to em- 
barrass young legislatures; that an excessive immigration from his country 
to Victoria might in effect almost amount to an invasion; that Great 
Britain could never send so many emigrants to China as to imperil the 
existence of that most populous empire ; whilst China might pour herself over 
our comparative banda of population, until all distinctive character, and 
even specific existence of our people, might become lost. He stuck, 
however, to the tenor and effect of the treaty, and refused to admit any 
ualifying considerations whatsoever ; ‘ for when it comes to that," said he 
‘with a knowing laugh), ‘it means only a treaty to bind one side.’ Even | 
he could see that the greatly facilitated access of New Holland to the 
Chinese, supplied by the later explorations, must hereafter raise to great 
importance & subject easily manageable at present. ‘The Chinaman,’ ; 
said my Celestial friend, ¢ will go where there is gold. If you shut hi 
out of the front door, he can go round to the back ; close Melbourne against 
him, and he gets untaxed ashore at Guichen Bay, whilst North Australia is 
becoming more convenient than cither.’ You must sce that the future 
may confront us with social and political difficulties which may somewhat 
strain and try the generally recognised principles of international law.”

 Gentlemen,—Ihave the honour to report to you that your deputation, 
consisting of myself and Messrs, Allan and Olding, reached Alexandria 
in the Evzine on the 11th inst. Immediately upon our arrival we in- 
atructed Mr. Bethune (the Company's Superintendent) to communicate ' 
to the Government of His Highness the Viceroy the object of our visit, and | 
to ascertain the pleasure of His Highness with regard to our reception, 
The answer received from Cairo was to the effect that, after our arrival at 
that place a day would be fixed for the interview, and we were at the same 
time required to stale whether we sought an official or a private one. ‘To 
this we replied by explaining the nature of our visit, leaving it to His 
Highness to decide whether he would receive us at his palace or at the 
citadel. Before leaving Alexandria we paid our respec's to Mr. Colqu- 
houn, Her Majesty's Consul-Gencral, and requested him to present us, 
but were informed by him that, though nothing would have affurded him 
greater pleasure than to do #0, an engagement at Alexandria, which he 
could not defer, would prevent him from accompanying our party. He 
undertook, however, to mention our arrival, and the object of our visit, to 
His Highness, and recommended that as he had airendy presented Mr. 
Bethune to him he would be a fitting person to undertake that duty for | 
us. We accordingly proceeded with him to Cairo on the 12th inst., His | 
Highness having done us the honour to send one of his State carriages for | 
our conveyance. Upon reaching Cairo we were informed that His High- | 
ness had decided (no doubt as a mark of honour to your boy) to give us 
a public reception at the citadel, and that the day which he had fixed upon 
was Saturday, the 14th inst. At one o'clock on that day we accordingly 
waited upon His Highness at the place appointed, and were received by 
him in a most gracious, 1 might almost say cordial manner. After 
we hed paid him the usual salutations, I read to him your address in Eng- 
lish, and then handed it to Nubar Bey, his interpreter, who repeated it in 
Turkish. He listened to it with much apparent interest, at its close replying 
in a very lively manner as follows :— 

“That he was fully sensible of the courteous motives which had in- 
fluenced the board of directors in sending out a deputation to convey to him 
the address of congratulation just read. He more highly appreciated the 
course which they had thus thought fit to adopt, because he was perfectly 
aware that they had taken the initiative in making Egypt the highway for 
the passenger and cargo traffic to the East, and that to them the country 
Was in a great measure indebted for its general commercial relations with 
Europe and Asia. These relations, created and extended by the Penin 
sular and Oriental Company, had largely contributed to the development 
of the resources of the country which he had been called upon to govern, 
and to the prosperity of which he was resolved to devote all his efforts and 
energy. ‘Ihat in extending to the company assistance and protection he 
felt he should be best studying the interests of Egypt, and they might rely 
upon his assurance that the Government over which he presided xould 
make it a duty to grant them every facility, which they might also depend 
upon receiving from himself personally. ‘That the railway was nct yet in 
the state of perfection which he could wish, but that the gentlemen of the 
deputation would, no doubt, concur with him in attributing this to the 
newness of the undertaking, and understand that at the commencement of 
such operations complete satisfaction in all the working details could hardly 
be expected. He was determined, however, to give his attention to that 
important enterprise, and to do all in his power to promote the comfort and 















rapidity of the transit, In conclusion, he begged to repeat that the com- 


might always rely upon his su , and requested the gentlemen of 
Te deputation te) tay his best teks to the Court of Directors for this 
mark of their attention.’ 

The above were, as nearly as we could recollect, the exact terms in 
which His Highness expressed himself ; and I can only add, with reference 
to his mode of doing so, that it expressed even more eloquently than his 
words the good feeling which he entertains tonards the company.

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A proposal has been announced for establishing the English 
and Belgian Bank, with a capital of £1,000,000, in 20,000 
shares of £50 each, with power to increase. In addition to 
the conclusion of the recent treaty of commerce and navigation 
with King Loopold, which will develop the trade of the coun- 
try, large public works exist in the shape of railway and other 
undertakings, the requirements of which demand. increased 
facilities. 

According to a circular, dated Glasgow, 19th inst, the 
business of Lorrain, Sandilands, and Co. Penang, will in futuro 
be conducted under the title of Lorrain, Gillespie, and Co. 

‘The P. and O. steamer Pera, with the last homeward mails 
from India, China, and Australia, put into Lisbon short of coal, 
and did not arrive until the 22nd March at Southampton.

For the present Messrs, Masterman, Peters, 
Mildred, and Co. will transact the London business of the 
dank, The prospects, both at Gibraltar and Malta, are 
asserted by the directors to be encouraging, and business will 
-commence at both places at an early date. 

‘The biddings for 40,00,000 rupces, in bills on India, took 
place at the Bank of England.

Prices at the commencement exhibited a downward 
tendency, which was more fully developed at the termination, 
when the prices offered exhibited a decline of 1d. to 14d. per 
Tb. on Sydney, 23d. to 3d. per Ib. on the better qualities of 
Port Phillip, and 1d. to 14d, per Ib. on Cape qualities, com- 
pared with those current ,at the close of the present auc 
tions. 











OUR FOREIGN TRADE. 

Subjoined is a statement showing the proportion in which 
the various countries of the world ranked as our customers 
during the past year. ‘The total value of our exportations was 
almost the same as in 1861, but there were some important 
changes in their relative distribution. Our own colonies con- 
tinue to take about one-tnird of our entire annual shipments. 
India shows a falling off, which has been made up by the West 
Indies, Australia, and Canada, In 1861 the United States, 
which for several years had occupied the next place in the list 
to our own colonies, declined to @ point that brought them 
below Germany ; but there has now been a partial recovery, 
which has brought them back to their old position, although 
the total trade thither was only about 60 per cent. of that 
which had previously been considered its normal amount. 
France continues to make progress, and figures, notwithstanding 
the cotton crisis, for a further increase of about 34 per cent., 
although in the preceding year there was an inerease of 65 per 
cent. The shipments to tke foreign West Indies, like those to 
our own possessions in that region, show a considerable aug- 
mentation —to be attributed, probably, to the activity of trans- 
actions with the Confederate ports. With all the countries of 
South America a falling off has occurred ; but Mexico exhibits 
a not unimportant increase, owing, perhaps, partly to the re- 
quirements of the army of occupation, and partly to tho 
diminished facilities for smuggling across the ‘Texan frontier. 
Paraguay makes its appearance in the list for the first time for 
a long period, that Republic having at length come under the 
rule of President who is believed to be animated by a desire 
to promote commerce. To Haytiand St. Domingo the ship- 
ments have been comparatively large, and the improvement is 
probably to be attributed to the Spavish anucxation of the 
latter State. With Japan the promise of a development of 
trade has fallen to nothing, the exports thither, which amounted 
to £43,100 in 1861, being now reduced to £21. The several 
foreign countries which show au increase are the United States, 
France, ‘Turkey, the foreign West Indies, Sweden, Western 
Paraguay, Eastern
